THE VALLEY OF THE YOSXMITY. 
From the above outline sketches of the falls 
it will be readily seea that far in the interior 


of California, among the snow clad peaks of 


the Sierra Nevada, there flows a river which in 
its course comes upon and leaps into a gigantic 
basin, surrounded by bald beaks from two to 
four thousond feet in height. They are gener. |
